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“Who went about doing good.” Acts 
10:38. 


Isn’t that thought provoking? He, Je- 
sus of Nazareth, went about doing good. 
He didn’t sit down and expect the needy 
ones to come to Him, but He “went 
about doing good.” 

The writer once knew someone who 
would sit at home and pray for the Lord 
to send in some needy soul, and the Lord 
actually did even that.

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Golden Text For Lesson 5 
The just shall live by faith. 


We will confine our remarks mostly on 
the word “Just” or “Justice.” 

To be just means to be upright, impar- 
tial, honest, faithful, exact and regular. 

Faith is the food for all these PARA- 
MOUNT VIRTUES, and anyone that IS 
JUST can live ONLY BY FAITH. 

In my imagination I can see the ancient 
Jews in their pride 
looking for their 
redeemer to come 
with pomp and 
splendor, riding a 
dandy war horse 
full of life and 
vigor, and the cry 
at last is made, 
“Behold thy king 
cometh,” and out 
they go to see, and 
who and_ what do 
they see? Only an 
AUSTERE man 
(rough in taste, se- 
verely simple) riding, not on a prancing 
war horse, but a little ugly, humble 
DONKEY. BUT HE WAS JUST AND 
HAD SALVATION. Read Zech. 9:9, 
10. So the Jews stumbled over the JUST 
ONE; they trampled Him underfoot. 

We see that the just are not always in 
the upper classes; no, they are not in the 
highest circles of society. NOT MANY 
MIGHTY, NOT MANY NOBLE ARE 
CALLED. 

So the just shall (have to) live by faith. 

This subject is a hard hitter, and a tight 
fitter. I went into a store with a fellow to 
buy a shirt, the clerk asked what size. He 
said, “I don’t care what size, just so it’s 
a tight fitter.” I wish to say, I don’t care 
who you are, here is a subject that will 
fit you tight. 

Listen to this, “Ye shall do NO un- 
righteousness in judgment, in meteyard, 
in weight, or in measure. Just balances, 
just weights, a just ephah, and a just hin, 
shall ye have,” Lev. 19:35, 36. 

Sometimes we are swayed by talent 
(unaware that character is missing) and 
outward appearance. Yes, it’s so easy to 
show partiality, to cater a little to kin- 
folks, the financiers, or to public opinion. 

In a big meeting where the ministry 
was supposed to get free lodging, one 
preacher was charged with his lodging, 
and he demanded a reason. The proprietor 
said, “I never saw you reading the Bible, 
praying, or talking any religion here. 
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YOU ACTED LIKE A SINNER AND 
NOW YOU ARE GOING TO PAY 
LIKE A SINNER.” 

I heard that someone said in his testi- 
mony, “God had no respectable people.” 
Well, He has, but He has no respect of 
persons.

We are not giving the name of 
the writer lest he, and we also, 
possibly be misunderstood, but 
we appreciate very much his in- 
terest and wish for him continued 
success in his work. He may be 
assured that our prayers are back 
of him and, if we may be permit- 
ted to digress from the subject of 
Egypt briefly, we might say that 
the same day’s mail brought a let- 
ter from China, and Brother Pitt 
tells us God continues to bless in 
spite of war and famine. He 
states that bread which formerly 
sold for six and eight cents a loaf 
now sells for thirty and _ fifty 
cents respectively, and that be- 
cause of extreme hunger some of 
the people are eating leaves from 
the trees that are dust-laden, 
with the grit grinding between 
their teeth. We must strengthen 
our efforts put forth in foreign 
fields while the doors are still 
open. 


As for Egypt, God is calling 
out people from the higher walks 
in life and making Holy-Ghost- 
filled leaders of them to guide the 
masses. Brother Labib, for exam- 
ple, holds a B. A. (Bachelor of 
Arts) degree, and note the marks 
of intelligence outlined in the 
facial features of the family 
shown in the accompanying pic- 
ture.

certain peace terms to Germany. Fifth, 
insure... . the ultimate downfall of 
dictatorship. These things are being advo- 
cated by men of brains and influence. 
The idea was tried in The League of Na- 
tions Fiasco. Again, the World Court of 
International Arbitration failed to main- 
tain peacee So LONG AS HUMAN 
SELFISHNESS REIGNS IN THE HU- 
MAN HEART THERE CAN BE NO 
LASTING ALLIANCES. The idea of 
federation, however, is scriptural and 
will be the order of the day in some not 
distant time. 

A news item, quoting from the PAL- 
ESTINE REVIEW, relates the recla- 
mation of that land heretofore consid- 
ered wasteland, the shores of the Dead 
Sea. Experts had repeatedly declared that 
nothing could grow thereon. However, 
the Jews washed the land thoroughly, 
after draining, and discovered that clo- 
ver and other feed could grow at a far 
better rate than on many fine farms here 
in America. It was discovered that the 
soil had a high lime content which was 
conducive to the growth of alfalfa and 
other feeds. Isaiah told us centuries ago 
that these things would happen. Isa. 35:1. 

TIME tells of the printing of still an- 
other new Bible, with headings of tanks, 
cannon, etc. They picture a page from 
Isaiah, and compare that to the war be- 
tween Hitler and Senaccherib. People are 
becoming warlike enough with finding 
references to it in our Bibles. 


NEWSWEEK for July 21 tells of the 
making of yet another New Testament 
in Basic English. “The Christian Scrip- 
tures, already translated in practically ev- 
ery tongue and currently being revised in 
English by both Catholics and Protes- 
tants, appeared in the skeleton language 
this week. This translation written largely 
in the 850-word vocabulary of the Basic 
system invented by C. K. Ogden, is sup- 
posed to make the gospels easy reading for 
foreigners learning English. The following

NEWSWEEK also gives the following 
title to the head of one church: “His 
Beatitude, Mar Shimun XXIII, the Most 
Reverend and All Honored Father of 
Fathers and Chief Shepherd, Catholicos, 
and Patriarch of All the East.” He is 
head of the Mestorian Church, a group 
that split from the Roman Church in 


the fifth century. They trace their sect” 


to the preaching of St. Thomas, one of 
the apostles. One time they had 80,000,- 
000 adherents but now have dwindled to 
a few thousands. 

The Russo-German war is characterized 
by conflicting reports emanating from 
each side. The hatred between these two 
ideological groups will be intense. There- 
fore, it may be expected that they will 
fight with more than average venom. 
Communism and Nazism are as far apart 
in theory as the poles. Russia is fighting 
valiantly in defense of her homes and her 
land. She is subject to attack by Japan, 
who may attack momentarily. The 
chances are that if Japan attacks, our 
country will be drawn into the Pacific 
area of the war. 

On July 22 Hon. Sumner Welles, act- 
ing Secretary of State, announced this 
government’s plan for peace “after the 
present war.” Many statesmen of many 
nations are exerting themselves to ar- 
range for and plan for a permanent peace 
after the present conflict shall cease. Let 
our people not become carried away with 
these ideas. Peace will come but only 
when “THE GOVERNMENT SHALL 
BE UPON HIS SHOULDERS.”
